teen abolishment am! he is exactly 
correct. 
It has been a i;reat injury 


to the army because it cuts oil about 
?2Wj)cr mentis- from every company's 
fund which w;i.s lurmerly expended 
for extra eatables ami it has been the 
cause of several saloons opening up 
immediately outsiile our reservation 
who do a credit business which has 
proved far more disastrous to the 
morals of soldiers than the canteen 
ever did. Xo doubt the \V. C. T. 1'. 
and other temperance societies meant 
well enough but they have greatly 


—harmed-Uie-ar-m-y as-xwhole and have 


not in the least moderated drunken- 
ness, rather increased it instead. Un- 
derstand, dear mother, soldiers are not 
compelled to draw canteen checks but 
arc simply Riven the privelene of do- 
ing so and the whole amount is sum- 
med up monthly and a disposition 
of funds is made according to amount 
of checks drawn by each company. 
In the canteen all sorts of eatables, 
towels, soap, books, tobacco, station- 
ery, candies, temperance drinks, hot 
lunches, etc., 
could be had very 


cheaply besides the beer and now we 
must go outside for things, pay cash, 
high prices for inferior articles, or 
go without. Our moss lias failed one 
half since our fund stopped and now 
"Gov't. straight" is all we get.

see no more canned fruit, plum dull, 
fancy puddings, sauces, corn, peas, 
fresh vegetables, etc., but are com-

C. T. U. in their endeavors to modify 
drunkenness in the army, but who 
succeeded only in modifying our al- 
ready too moderate bill of fare. Here 
is an example that I know of. While 
our canteen was running- there was 
not a saloon within eight blocks of 
Oltr quarters, ..Since our canteen closed 
there are six saloons within a stone's 
throw of the gates and all are doing a

civil police bring-in numerous drunken 
soldiers who were arrested on the 
streets of Manila. 
Formerly if any 


one was drunk on the reservation he 
was at once taken into his quarters 
and left there and outsiders were not 
compelled to look upon so disgusting 
a sight. I could write for hours on 
the great damage inflicted upon the 
army by the abolishment of the can- 
teen but will desist for fear of arous- 
ing disfavor.

"Steps are to be taken bv the stilt 


board of health to stamp out small po. 
in the state. 
At the semi-annua 


meeting of the hoard at the Plankin 
tollhouse next Mommy plans arete 
be considered and it is probable that ; 
part of the c-50,000 continent fund a] 
propriatfHl by the legislature will be 
used to stamp out the disease. (lov. 
LaFolletc will probably be hero to 
take part in the proceeding, for with- 
out his consent the money can not be 
spent. There arc now about H.iO cases 
of the disease in the stale. The num- 
ber of cases in the stale for some time 
past has been getting larger. 


Physicians say that Uiis is due to 


the mildness of the disease and from 
the fact that few persons realize they 
are infected until too late. 
Proper 


precautions then have of ten been neg- 
lected, which has resulted 
in the 


spread of the disease to almost every 
county in the state. 


The report of the secretary of the 


board for the past week shows that 
the disease is in its mildest form, but 
nevertheless it is smallpox. 
Out of 


ninety-eight cases reported from all 
over the state, but two deaths have 
occurred, which is a little over 2 per

full information of the assessment 
districts in~ his countyz—The super- 
visor shall examine and test the xvork 
of assessors during the progress of the 
assessments and shall hax-e the poxver 
to x-alue and assess different kinds 
and classes of property previousiy 
assessed by the assessor so that he 
max- ascertain •whether such assessor 
is assessing propertx- at full value or 
is omitting property subject to taxa- 
tion.
